‘The folllowing paper was prepared 
and read by Miss Lizzie Huntington of 
Amesbury at the meeting of the Essex 
Agricultural Society in Bradford, re- 
cently. The subject which was ‘‘ What 
the ,Farmer has done and may do to 


»amake. Home Attractive;’”’ was treated 


in such a clear and interesting manner 
that we are requested to print it-for 
the benefit of many in this town who 
were unable to hear it: 


Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


“This life is but a solemn space of time, 
For which we are to build the stars to climb 
To higher plane, and every good in love 
Or duty done, a golden step shall prove 
By which the soul above itself may mount.” 
Wé are enjoined to make the most 
of life and to improve every oppor- 
tunity,and as Washington has said, 
‘‘Agriculture is the most healthful, 
most useful and most noble employ- 
ment of man.’’ We farmers who are 
improving our homes and surroundings 
are tending toward the goal, 
To watch nature in its fullest glory is 
a blessing the farmer has without even 
the asking. ‘God gives alike to each 
and all on the farm, to brighten or to 


~ “Cause to sink into oblivion as the owner 


sees fit. But if we sit still and do 
nothing we are stillthe happy posses- 
sor of the privilege of watching the 
bursting buds in spring, the growth of 
nature’s verdant and velvety carpet, 
the “sbadows as~they lift and drop 
over hill and valley,’’ the proud forest 
as it dons and doffs its robes of beauty, 
and to breathe the perfume of the pine, 
‘to listen to nature’s musical voices, the 
hum of the bee, the chirp of the 
cricket, the peeping of the frogs (which 
to me is delightful this heraldry of 
spring), the melody of the birds and 
the ‘‘gay gossip of the stream.’’ Oh, 
how much we can add to/all this by 
labor in the proper direction! We are 
admonished by the-very gifts of nature 
to aid in the keeping and | Amproving 
thereof. 

‘*He that will not plow by, reason of 
the cold shall beg in the harvest and 
havé nothing”’: this quotation applies 
to every gift in the universe. In no 
case can we rest on our oars at any 
length of time without finding nature’s 
gift slipping from our grasp. It was 
the command of the Almighty to till 
the soil and after planting the Garden 
of Eden he placed man therein to tend 
and. keep it, so must we work with the 
understanding that ‘‘where agriculture 
has been fostered the nation has pros- 
pered and reached a high degree of 
perfection, but where it has been ne- 
glected degeneracy began.”’ 

The ideal home must be in the coun- 
try. This audience before me com- 
prises some of our most. intellectual 
farmers of old Essex of whom can 
truthfully be said ‘‘no idler he; who- 
ever else might shirk, he sets hjs hand 
to every honest work.’’ And on these 
farms. we.,find. not-only time spent in 


- anticipation of a harvest of money but 


for a bountiful harvest of happiness by 
improving in and about the home. I 
am the daughter of a farmer-whom I 
am proud to say thinks time and money 
is not-all wasted if some of it is used 
in adornment of the interior and ex- 
terior home. We are now living in the 
age when more time is devoted to the 
sesthetics of the home.than ever before; 

yet many a heart is filled with sadness 
as their thoughts drift. back to some 
humble adornment of the past, homely 
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ancestors we find the pie wheel 


cessary adornment, and the necessities 
of life are oftentimes more pleasing to 

us than many a delicate piece of handi- 
work deftly placed here and there, 
merely for ornament and. past-time. In 
‘tye olden time” on the mantle piece, 
high above the children’s heads and 
out of reach of their meddlesome fin- 
gers, rested the inevitable brass candle- 
sticks and snuffers, the row of sombre 
‘*flatirons,”’ the tobacco pipes and cider 
pitcher, while to-day bits of bric-a-brac 
meet our eyes and brighten our homes. 
Then bare walls stood bravely up on 
the four sides of the large, square room 
unadorned save by the sampler, mourn- 
ing piece and clusters of crook-neck 
syuashes, the huge anthlers and foul- 
ing pieces, and the tongs and bellows 
with the warming pan stood -sentinel 
by the fireplace. Six straight-back 
chairs looking precisely as though made 
in the self-same mold, with .a settle 
whose back towered far abeve the head 
also graced the keeping-room. 

While at the present moment we are 
studying to see who can fill their room 
with the greatest variety of oddities 
many a home is now decorated to such 
an extreme that the male members of 
the family and our visitors are embar-, 
rassed because of fear of moving about 
incorrectly, and thus disturbing and 
destroying what to us are valuables. 
Could we but look to the comfort of 
others and decorate accordingly. 
‘*Rooms have just as much expression 
as faces. They produce just as strong 
an impression on us at first sight. The 
instant we cross the threshold of a room 
we know certain things about the per- 
son who lives within its walls, The 
walls and the floor, and the tables and 
chairs all speak at once and betray some 
of their owner’s secrets, They tell us 
whether she is neat or unneat, orderly 
or disorderly;.and more than all 
whether she is of a cheerful, sunny 
temperament and leves beauty 1n all 
things er is dull and heavy and does 
not know pretty things from ugliness.”’

Let us.step outside the house for a 
while. To properly appreciate the 
value ‘of trees we have only to think 
for a moment what the world would be 
without them.

“How bare and arid that place looks,” 
but would call for pleasant exclama- 
tions and it would be a to. the 
weary passers-by to look o e pretty 
homes nestled in the arms of beauty. 
Let us not be so matter-of-fact, with no 
poetry in our nature, that we can see 
nothing more in a grand old oak that 
has withstood the storms of centuries 
and ‘defied the lightning’s javelin,” 
than the number of cords of wood it 
would make if felled to the ground, or 
the few more grains of corn we could 
add to our grainery if its roots were 
not there. Forget not the fruit tree. 


It has been well said that ‘‘If he who 


causes two blades of grass to grow 
where only one has grown before is 
greater than he who conquers an em- 
pire, how much greater is he who 
leaves for his successors a ‘bountiful 
supply of fruit.” May those of you 
who have heard these truthful words 
before think more deeply and I would 
that all might remember and profit by 
them. Bryant’s lines fit in.here so 
nicely I cannot refrain from repeating 
them: 


“What plant we with the apple tree? 
Sweets for a hundred flowering springs 
Qo load the May wind’s res less wings, 
When from the orchard-row, he pours 
Its fragrance through the open doors ; 
A world of blossoms for the tree. 
Flowers for the sick girl’s silent room,

And if the busy farmer has 
not the necessary time at some portions 
of the year, say to rake up the fallen 
leaves and mow the lawn, let the wo- 
men lend a helping hand, but suppos- 
ing your le lawn i is not mown with a lawn 
mower and i not. us velvety’ as your 
neighbor’s, let it be kept beautiful in 
its simplicity, rembering to dot it with 
a few choice shrubs; a few dollars cah- 
not reap better interest in any other 
way, they give refinement to a place. 

The surroundings of the home be- 
yond the flower garden and lawn can 
be naught else but the vegetable do- 
main. Shall we seek improvement 
‘here? Yes,and even more than in- 
doors, for many a premium farm lacks 
the essential |family vegetable garden;

The farmer views 
his*broad acres’ with pride but too 
often fails to provide his wife with a 
thrifty little garden of every healthy 
variety possible to consume on the 
table. This valuable portion of the 
farm, and we will find so if we care to 
look up the dollars it saves both for 
edibles. and medicines, must not be 
neglected.

The-re-appointment of Joseph T. 
Lovejoy as Supt. of streets was a fore- 
gone conclusion. It is the general 


| opinion that the street appropriations 


were never expended more wisely than 
last year and a continuance of the wise 
and judicious management was to be 
heartily desired. The reduction in the 
amount of. money raised would nat- 
urally give poorer results this year were 
it not for the extra work which may be 
expected to be done by the stone 
crusher. It 1s doubtless if quite such 
rosy results may be reached as pictured 
in Mr. Lovejoy’s address, but it will add 
greatly to the efficiency of the depart- 
ment and we bélieve the town will be 
even better pleased with -the results 
than they are with the prospects of its 
work. Mr. Lovejoy’s use of the road 
scraper and advocacy of a crusher show 
that he is progressive; the best results 
are sure to be reached in these modern 
times by the use of modern methods, 
and Mr. Lovejoy, seems to be alive to 
both the times and the methods. 


Two street crossings on our Main st., 
always buried in mud when there is 
any mud (the only time when they are 
needed) have lifted their mute appeal 
to the road authorities ever since their 
being put in. Their appeal is answered 
with semi-annual cleaning and then 
forgotten. Couldn’t a part of eur mu- 
nificent sum appropriated for  side- 
walks be used to keep these croséings 
clean? 5 


The action of the selectmen in mak- 
ing some of the restrictions in the 
Street railway grant less stringent, 
shows that they are disposed to deal 
fairly with all parties in the matter. 
The changes make the cost considerably 
less to the company and will doubtless 
make but little, if any, difference to 
our town. It would seem that the way 
is now open for the railroad Company 
to show: whether it wants a-line to

The rumored and already announced 
real estate changes indicate that, An- 
dover is likely to have much building 
during 1891.

It is a further sign that the 
building of homes is to.go further out 
into the suburbs and that at no distant 
date many of the beautiful plats of land 
over the hill, and toward North An- 
dover and Ballardvale are to be covered 
with residences. The town will then 
get back good return for whatever it 
may expend in good roads and lighted 
streets in the outskirts.

The Board of Selectmen at its regular 
March meeting, last Monday, made the

The Electric Road question came up 
for discussion again, the Selectmen hav- 
ing been asked to modify their restric- 
tions especially the conditions relating 
to the erecting of iron’poles and paving 
the streets.

The granite block paving may end at 
the Shawsheen River Bridge instead. of 
Frye Village; from the bridge to Hus- 
sey’s mill, cobble stones shall be used, 
and from that place to the Lawrence line 
such road-bed as the Selectmen may ap- 
prove of. ;

Used two Revolvers to effect a Settle 
ment. 


Joseph Lacourse, a Frenchman living: 
in the Holt District, was arrested yester- 
day morning by Chief of Police Cheever, 
and appeared before Judge Poor in the 
afternoon charged with assault. with a 
dangerous weapon upon Brooks F. Holt, 
After hearing the storiés of the princi- 
pals and two witnesses, Samuel Thayer 
‘and Fred Symonds, Judge Poor ordered 
Lacourse to recognize in the sum of $1000. 
for appearance at the May~term of the 
Superior Court at Newburyport. In de- 
fault of bail he was committed to the 
Lawrence jail to await trial. The facts 
of the case as near as we can understand 
them are somewhat as follows: 

Lacourse was engaged to cut a.lot of 
wood situated hear the home of Samue) 
Thayer, for Mr, Holt. Having finished 
the job, last Tuesday, Lacourse’s son 
came to Mr. Holt. and told him of. this 
fact and wanted him to go and look it 
over with a surveyor to see how much 
there was and make a settlement. Mr. 
Holt was unable to go at that time, but 
said he would as soon as he could. La- 
course wanted his money pretty badly 
and evidently became a littlé angry and 
he with a surveyor went and measured 
the wood, Lacourse came Wednesday 
morning to Mr. Holt and asked him to 
settle, Mr. Holt refused to do this until 
he had verified the medsurements’ for 
himself. Then Lacourse wanted him to‘ 
name some hour at which he would be 
there, but Mr. Holt said he could not do 
that as he had some other business..that 
needed attending to and he could not: 
give him an exact hour. Mr. Holt did ° 
not think it necessary that Lacourse 
should go with him when he measured it 
and told him that he would attend to it as 
soon as possible and settle with him. 

Mr. Holt then went to Ballardvale, and 
arriving home again about 11.15, he 
drove over to the wood-lot and looked 
over the wood. When about to go away, — 
Lacourse came up and loud words fol- 
lowed. Finally Lacourse drew two re- 
volvers and pointing them at Mr. Holt 
(so the latter said and denied by La- 
course) ordered him with oaths to settle, 
This was a rather embarassing position 
to put.a man in, but Mr. Holt said he 
could not pay him then as he had not 
the money; however he would do so at 4 
o’ clock that afternoon in the Town Clerk's 
office. The loud talking had attracted 
Samuel Thayer and Fred Symonds, and 
Mr. Thayer told Lacourse he. had better 
put up those things (revolvers), which 
Lacourse finally did. It seems, however, 
that Lacourse had previously asked 
Thayer and Symonds to be his witnesses 
to the settlement. 

At last Mr. Holt departed, and in the 
afternoon paid Lacourse in full at Town 
Clerk Putnam’s office, after which he 
lodged a complaint Against Lacourse 
with the aboye mentioned result La- 
course is of a very excitable nature ‘ani 
evidently thought that Mr. Holt was go- 
ing to cheat him or something of that 
kind, and so lost all control of himself.

DEATH OF BISHOP: PADDOCK 


bade: Femous, ns a Cop- 
Timaten’ Kiromeeg pers 


“éditin? Marsh 10,—Rt. Rev. Benjamia 
Henry Paddock, 8, T. D., who has been in 
charge of the Episcupatian diocese of Mas- 
sachusetts since hisconsecration as bishop, 
Sept. 17, 1873, is dead. He succeeded 
Bishop Eastburn, who died Sept. 12, 1872, 
after nu episcopate of thirty years. . 
Bishop. Paddock was. the son of Rev. 
Seth B. Paddock, was born in Norwich, 
Conn., Feb. 20, 1828. 

In 1858 he’ was chosen rector of. St. 
Luke’s church in Portland, Me., but with- 
drew after three months on account of thé 
climate. For seven vears he served as 
rector at Trinity in his native city, and 
then from 1860to 1869 hid charge of the 
Christ Church parish in Detroit. For 
the four years preceding his bishopric 
he was rector of Grace church, Brooklyn 
Heights. Bishop Paddock was the author 
of a number of Articles in reviews and 
periodicals, canonical digests, sermons, 


charges, etc, -He -married, May 19, 
1858, Caroline H, Cooke of Wall- 
ivngford, Conn., who died in 1880, 


In 1868 he was again married, to Anna L, 
Sanger of Detroit. They had three chil- 
dren. : 

The high and responsible office which 
Bishop Paddock occupied was always 
held by him with the utmost fidelity to 
his trust and with conscientious care and 
honor. He was regarded as an able and 
devoted member of the Episcopal.church. 
Up to the last his mental powers re- 
mained unimpnrired. His physical system 
was shattered three or four months ago, 
though he subsequently rallied fora time. 


BRAZIL 1S SATISFIED 


And Fully Indorses the New Reciprocity 
Treaty. 
WASHINGTON, March  11.—Brazilian 
newspapers have been received at the de-’ 
partment of state, containing a statement 
by the President of Brazil, declaring the 
eggs of that country free and open to the 
rts-of the United. States that were 
cluded in the recent reciprocity agree- 
stn thus setting at rest the rumors that 
have been current and the asserticns that 
have come from various quarters that the 
Brazilian goverhment did not recognize 
the validity of the treaty.

refused by the nations of Europe.

He was well known 
throughout Massachusetts, having served 
in the legislature in 1858, in the senate in 
1864, '65, ’68 and ’69, as president of that 
body in the iatter year, and having. twice 
ran for governor on the Prohibition ticket, 
He was an earnest laborer in the interest 
of temperance and woman suffrage. He 
was 65 years old.

, ly made their settlement here in the 

| district called Ipoto. They were all of 

| the usual type of Manyema, and their 
sleek, satiny skins and . fat ies 
showed that there was no lack of food.

Palace of the Sacred Fish. 
Near Tripoli the Moslems have erected 
a large, high building, with snow white 
dome, near the pond and tree of the 
sacred fish. This architectural oddity | 
is known by the whole Moslem sect as 
“The Palace of the Sacred Fish.” The 
_ fish, which are kept in a small: clear 
' pool at the rear of the building, are 
very common looking specimens of the 
finny tribe, much resembling dace or 
chub. The old sheik who has charge 
of the place has much faith in his sacred 
| fish. He says they are all Moslenis, 
and that they are inhabited by the souls 
of d saints. One, a large black 
fish, the sheik of the piscatorial saints, 
as it were, seldom shows himself, but 
the others may be counted by the thou- 
sand. The old sheik says that during 
the Crimean war many of the older 
fishes went off under the sea to Sebas- 
topol to fight the Russians, and that 
hundreds of them came back wounded, 
The people in and around Tripoli 
think that any one who would be so in- 
discreet as to eat one of these sacred 
fish’ would die a sudden and awful 
‘death. Qhis belief has been rife for 
years. long ago as 1856 Dr. Jessup, 
the American consul at Tripoli, hearing 
the story, caught some and had them 
cooked. He ‘ate them, but said that 
they werecoarse and unpalatable ; other- 
_ wise not hurtful.—St: Louis Republic, 


How to Wash a Lace Curtain. 

Men in the trade do not do that sort 
of a thing but as many a retailer has 
lost a customer through the customer's 
| ignorafice of how a lace curtain should 

be laundered the knowledge is worth 
acquiring. The washers of nice lace 
form a class of labor quite by them- 
selyes, and few people have an idea of 
the amount of labor involved in the 
cleansing operation, and of the skill 
and knowledge required. The labor, 
of course, comesin chiefly in drying, for 
the washing is but.a simple thing in 
comparison. 
|-A-table-is-cushioned and covered 
closely with a,.spotless cloth, and on 
this the lace is'stretched with an intri- 
cate care that is amazing. Through 
every mesh a pin is placed to hold it in 
place, and the whole pattern is thus 
pricked out till every leaf and spray 
and sprig is firmly fastened, so that it 
cannot shrivel-or contract, a whole day 
being sometimes used: up in preparing a 
, single yard of the lace, so that when 
' dry it is lifted off soft and perfect and 
unimpaired in the design. S841 Goods 
Economist. 


A Cover for Mattresses. 
As soon as a mattress is made it 
“should be basted up in a cover of un- 
bleached shee’ To make these cov- 
ers, tear off lepgths of sheeting twice 
| the length of the mattress, allowing half 
'a yard extra for the ends. Hem, on 
the machine or by hand, each end of a 
length of sheeting, and lay ‘the mat- | 
tress on it and baste it up in it. In 
this way the. mattress is completely pro- 
tected from dust and from contact with 
the hands of éareless chambermaids. 
At least.once a year cover should 
| be removed: and washed. In the same | 
| way @ cover should be made for bol- 
sters, which is, basted down closely to 
| the bolster, and thus save the ticking 
from becoming soiled and yellow.—Bos- _ 
ton Commonweaith.

he was directed to return and explain 
why he had armed his party with a 
howitzer; saying that it was a scientific, 
not a military expedition, and should 


not have been so armed. 


I saw at once that this would make 
delays -which would involve the over- 
throw of great plans, ahd I felt there 
was a hidden hand at work. Fort- 
unately my father was absent from St. 
Louis, and I could act on my instinct. 
Without telling any one of the order I 
put it away and hurried off a messenger 
to Mr, Fremont—one of his men, Basil 
Lajeunesse, who was to join him with 
the last things. I feared a duplicate 
letter might have been sent on to the 
frontier; but the river mail was very 
irregular and slow, and I charged Basil 
to make all haste, for much depended 
on that letter. 

I wrote Mr. Fremont that he must 
not ask why, but must start at. once, 
teady or not ready. The aniimals could 
rest and fatten at Bent’s Fort: ' ‘‘Only 
go.” There was areason, but he could 
not know it; my father would take 
care of everything. And as we acted 
together unquestioningly, he did B° im- 
mediately. 


~--Not-until after-I-_received—-the- good-+ 
by letter did I write in answer to his. 


colonel, who had sent the order of re- 
eall. Then I wrote him exactly what 
Ihad done; that I had not sent for- 
ward the order because it was given on 
insufficient knowledge, and to obey it 
would break up the expedition; that 
the journeys to and from Washington, 
with indefinite delays there, would lose 
to the animals the best season for grass, 
and throw them, underfed, into the 
mountains in winter; that the country 
of the Blackfeet and other fierce tribes 
had to be crossed, and that Indians 
knew nothing of the rights of science, 


but fought all whites; that these tribes 


were in number, and the party not 
fifty men, therefore the ‘howitzer was 
necessary; thatas I knew a military 
order must be obeyed, I had not. let it 
be known to any one, but had hurried 
off the party. 

When my father returned he entire- 
ly approved of my wrong doing, and 
wrote to the secretary of war that he 
would be responsible for my act, and 
that he would call for a court martial 
on the point charged against Mr. Fre- 
mont, But there was never any fur- 
ther question of the wisdom of his arm- 
ing the party sufficiently. ! 


How to Have Pretty Hands. 

A lady should have beautifully white 
hands and no mistake, If the skin be 
naturally white very little care is re- 
quired to preserve it. A good soap, 
aided bya pinch or two of cracked 
oatineal, may be used for a thorough 
cleansing twice a day, and if needful 
to still further cleanse them warm 
water—not hot—will do the necessary 
work. Once a week they should be 
rubbed front and back between the 
fingers, and all with a slice of,lemon. 

If these exquisitely white hands are 
inclined to chap, camphor ice may be 
applied at night and white gloves worn 
to increase the softening effect. The 
best camphor ice -is a home made 
preparation-of-pure -white--wax melted 
and stirred to the consistency of creain, 


with the addition of several drops of . 


spirits of camphor. Holes should al- 
ways be cut in the palms of the gloves 
to allow ventilation. For distressingly 
red hands, equal parts of glycerine, 
lemon juice and rose water may be ap- 
plied nightly under gloves. Daily ap- 
plications of lemon juice are sure to 
produce a whitening effect, Tight 
sleeves and snugly fitting finger rings 
are a frequent source of red, hands, and 
the enly remedy for this is to remove 
the irritating cause. Smooth white 
hands may be difficult to acquire, but 
they are certainly within the reach of 
all who care for them sufficiently to 
make the effort required to secure them. 
—New York World.

SKIN GRAFTING IS PAINFUL. 


ft Is a Nerve Trying Operation for the 
Man Who Loses the Cuticle. : 


‘The story of the Chicago Knights 
Templar who bared their arms to the 
surgeon’s knife that the life of a brother 
knight might be saved through skin 
grafting is an interesting one,” said a 
gentleman the other morning, ‘‘but it 
is doubly interesting to one who has 
passed through tlie ordeal. According 
to accounts the skin was removed from 
the arms of the Chicago knights by the 
aid of a razor. It. was not so in my 
case. The surgeon on that occasion 
used a pair of scissors. 

“About four years ago an intimate 
friend of mine was burned by an explo- 
sion in a steel mill. The wounds were 
not dangerous, but owing to their pe- 
culiar nature healed very slowly. THe 
fretted under the necessary confine- 
ment in his room, and one day the 
physician, a recent graduate, and like- 
wise a friend, remarked that the patient 
could be greatly benefited by skin graft- 
ing. Another young man who hap- 
pened to be present and I volunteéred 
to make the sacrifice. An appointment 
for the next day was made, and was 
kept by the physician and me alone. ~ 

“T looked upon the affair as in the 
nature of a joke at first, but it soon be- 
gan to grow serious. I was under the 
impression that a knife would be used, 
but. when my arm was bared and | 
saw the young surgeon draw froin his 
case a finely polished pair of scissors 
my flesh began to creep. The opera: 
tion is really a painful one, The man 
of instruments took-a pair of tweezers, 
and, nipping the skin of my fore arm, 
lifted it up. Then with his. scissors he 
cut it off in about three motions as de- 
liberately as a dry goods clerk would 
cut a piece of ribbon. It was a neat 
job, however. Only'the cuticle was re- 
moved. The flesh was exposed, pu 
not cut, and, while the veins 
plainly discernible, very. little , hod 
flowed. ‘Two strips of adhesive plaster 
pulled the edges of the wound—about 
the size of a nickel—together. My arm 
was sore for a week and the scar re- 
mains, but there were no other ill ef- 
fects. 

“The piece of skin taken from my 
arm was cut into probably a dozen 
smaller pieces and applied to the burned 
places. It aidéd the healing process

Sulphur, Salpharic Acid and Sulphides. 

Sulphur.ocecurs very widely distrib- 
uted in the’ mineral kingdom, partly 
free and partly combined with. other 
elements. The free sulphur is either 
found pure, in régularly formed crys- 
tals, or intimately mixed with earthy 
matters. In its native state sulphur is 
largely. found in Sicily and Italy, and 
as a general rule in abundant volcanic 
districts. The brittleness of sulphur 
renders the cleavage imperfect. Sul- 
phurie acid is an important combina- 


tion, and a very dangerous one in in-’ 


experienced hands. Sulphur combined 


with a number of elements, such as | 


iron, copper, lead, etc., furnishes the 
sulphides, ‘ In the vegetable kingdom 
sulphur is a small ‘constituent of the 
albuminous bodies and of certain vola- 
tile irritant oils; moreover the vegeta- 
ble juices contain it in the form of cer-
